Mr.  Hays  will  speak  at  10  a.m. 
in  the  George  Albert  Smith  Field- 
house.  The  public  is  welcome  to 
attend. 

Born  and  educated  in  Russel- 
ville,  Ark.,  Mr.  Hays  received  a 
B.  A.  degree  from  the  University 
of  Arkansas  and  a LL.B.  from 
George  Washington  University. 
He  holds  honorary  degrees  of 
doctor  of  laws  and  doctor  of  hu- 
manities. 

Mr.  Hays  has  had  an  active 
political  career,  beginning  with 
offices  in  Arkansas,  a member  of 
the  House  of  Representatives  for 
16  years,  a member  of  the  U.  S. 
delegation  to  the  United  Nations 
and  a member  of  the  Select 
Committee  on  Space  Exploration 
and  Astronautics. 

He  served  as  a member  of  the 
board  of  directors  of  the  Tennes- 
see Valley  Authority  until  he  was 
appointed ' assistant  secretary  of 
state  for  congressional  relations 
by  President  Kennedy  and  then 
special  assistant  to  the  President 

During  his  years  of  law  prac- 
tice and  political  activity  in  Ark- 
ansas, Mr.  Hays  became  intensely 
interested  in  social  work  and  be- 
came a recognized  authority  on 
farm  tenancy  in  the  South.  He 
has  long  fought  for  the  extension 
of  education  and  economic  oppor- 
tunities for  Negroes  in  the  South.

Red  Chinese  Delegate 
Breaks -up  Monotony 


BERLIN,  (UPI)  — Even  the 
boos  were  organized  at  the  East 
German  Party  Congress  which 
ended  Monday. 

Only  the  Chinese  delegate  pro- 
vided a touch  of  dissension  that 
broke  the  monotony. 

It  was  a source  of  amazement 
to  Western  newsmen  how  cheers 
and  prolonged  applause  could  be 
provoked  by  the  most  common- 
place remarks. . 

A FACTORY  manager’s  state- 
ment that  “we  approve  the  reso- 
lutions of  the  Party  with  all  our 
heart”  was  greeted  with  more 
enthusiasm  than  the  “Communist 
Manifesto”  could  have  received 
on  its  first  reading. 

Western  newsmen  were  allow- 
ed to  attend  only  five  of  12  ses- 
sions. They  were  barred  from  the 
session  in  which  Wu  Hsiu-Chuan, 
the  Chinese  delegate,  was  greet- 
ed by  organized  boos  and  foot- 
stamping when  he  attacked  “mo- 
dern revisionists,”  meaning  Sov- 
iet Premier  Nikita  S.  Khrush- 
chev. 

WU’S  REFUSAL  to  join  in  the 
general  applause  made  him  The 
star  performer.  Being  a guest,  he 
could  not  keep  seated  when  all 
others  'Stood  up  in  tribute  to 
Khrushchev  and  Ulbricht.  But  he 
rose  so  slowly  and  reluctantly 
that  in  rising  he  made  more  of  a 
protest  than  if  he  had  remained 
seated.

Japanese 
Hopeful  of 
Test  Ban 

TOKYO,  (UPI)— The  Japanese 
Foreign  Office  saw  hope  today 
for  an  end  to  nuclear  tests  fol- 
lowing Premier  Nikita  S.  Khru- 
shchev’s offer  to  accept  limited 
on-site  inspection. 

Official  spokesmen  said  the  ex- 
change of  letters  between  Khru- 
shchev and  President  Kennedy 
could  lead  to  the  conclusion  of  an 
effective  nuclear  test  ban  accord. 

Government  officials,  however* 
were  surprised  by  a Kennedy 
suggestion  to  install  a control 
station  in  Hokkaido,  Japan’s 
northernmost  island.  Kennedy 
mentioned  Pakistan  and  Afghan- 
istan along  with  Hokkaido  as  pos- 
sible sites  for  monitoring  stations 
outside  Soviet  territory.

KATANGA  — Katanga  President  Moise  Tshombe’s  last 
stronghold  of  Kolwezi  fell  to  United  Nations  troops  without 
a shot  being  fired  or  a single  mining  installation  sabotaged. 

The  move  officially  ended  Katanga’s  secession,  which  had 
caused  heavy  fighting. 

PARIS  French  President  De-Gaulle  and  West  German 

Chancellor  Adenauer  have  met  to  seek  a conclusion  of  an 
agreement  on  Franco-German  cooperation  after  DeGaulle  s, 
veto  of  British  membership  in  the  Common  Market.  France, 
meanwhile  boycotted  talks  by  the  six-nation  European  coal 
and  steel  community  held  at  Luxembourg.

Says  No  War 
Over  Ethiopia 

“As  far  as  I can  see,  no  such 
remote  areas  could  touch  off  a 
third  World  War.”  This  was  a 
comment  made  by  Sir  Geoffrey 
Furlonge  as  he  spoke  during  the 
Forum  assembly  regarding  “The 
Land  of  Judah  and  the  Horn  of 
Africa.” 

The  British  diplomat  spoke 
Monday  concerning  the  history, 
geography,  peoples,  religion,  ec- 
onomy and  future  of  the  Somali 
Republic,  French  Somaliland  and 
Ethiopia. 

For  many  centuries  the  leader- 
ship of  these  countries  has  been 
unsettled.  Presently  Ethiopia  is  a 
free  country  under  the  direction 
of  Emperor  Salasse  who  has  done 
much  to  develop  the  government 
in  that  country. 

The  Somali  Republic  is  now 
free  from  the  rule  of  Great  Bri- 
tain and  Italy.  French  Somaliland 
is  not  yet  independent. 

The  greater  part  of  the  people 
are  Christians  and  have  similar 
beliefs  to  that  of  the  Proctic 
Church  of  Egypt. 

For  the  most  part  the  people 
are  cultivators  and  don’t  engage 
in  actual  trade.  Because  the  cli- 
mate and  soil  are  not  exceptional, 
there  is  no  profitable  export.  The 
countries  receive  aid  from  the 
United  Nations  and  the  United

Marines  Seek  Y Recruit 


College  costs,  now  ranging 
from  $800  to  $5,800  a year  will 
jump  to  a range  of  $2,000  to  $14,- 
800  a year  by  1975,  according  to 
Changing  Times,  the  Kiplinger 
Magazine. 

“High  as  college  costs  are  now, 
they’re  going  to  jump  drastically 
in  the  years  ahead,”  reports  an 
article  in  the  January  issue  of  the 
magazine.  Figures  are  based  on 
a steady  annual  rise  of  about  five 
percent  in  educational  costs  and 
two  and  one-half  percent  in  liv- 
ing costs.
